Of allthe things in the shape of books and

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THE OLD-FASHIONED PREACHER. 


In these days of worldly progression there is 
| a general disposition to get preachers to please 
the world rather than the church, and as a re- 
sult, the world 1s satisfied to remain where it is. 
Not long since a minister preached a very inter- 
estingsermon. After the services closed, inqui- 
| ries were made as to how the sermon was re- 
_ ceived. Replies from various members of the 
church revealed the fact that the sermon had 
made a very favorable impression upon them. 
But, when some of the unconverted w _ re asked 
how they liked the sermon, they replied that the 
preacher was too ‘‘old-fashioned.’’ ‘This reply 
caused one, who was particularly interested in 
the matter, to reflect upon the evident reason 
for the rendering of such a verdict. It was not 
long before the following reason was assigned : 
The preacher had faithfully asserted the deprav- 
ity of the human heart, and supported the asser- 
tion by Scriptural proof. He also endeavored 
to bring the minds of his hearersto the fact that 
the condition of the heart is fully open to the 
searching eyes of an omnipresent. God. 

In.proof of this the Word of God was freely 
cited. The speaker declared, furthermore, that 
there is to be a judgment day, in which all men 
will be judged. For this Scriptural testimony 
was also adduced. Evidently solemn impres- 
sions were produced upon the unconverted por- 
tion of the audience. ‘Their minds were.made 
to view those truths which were not palatable to 
the unchanged heart. Hence, it was not sur- 
prising to know that the preacher was called 
“old-fashioned.’’ Had he refrained from say- 
ing anything about human depravity and the 
fact that a Divine and holy eye always beholds 
it, and that a judgment day is coming in-which 
men will be tried; and, instead of these un- 
pleasant things, had sweetly spoken of the amia- 
ble qualities which may be found in all classes of 
persons, and that God is not careful to observe 
the actual state of the heart, but is willing to 
reckon man at his own estimate of himself, and 
therefore thus be his own judge, without an ex- 
press tribunal at a future judgment day—had the 
preacher only talked in some such sentimental 
way, there is no doubt but that the phrase ‘‘old-

fashioned would not have been used against him. 
Unconverted people like to hear compliments 
paid to human nature. They want a gospel 
which is made up of sentiments which may be 
easily set to the music that delights the carnal 
ear. They want to be well spoken of, even 
though they know that the Bible does nothing 
to favor it. ‘They relegate the gospel of Christ 
to the early ages, when the race was rude and 
ignorant. 

It is a new-fashioned gospel which such peo- 
ple want to hear. And he who will ignore the 
hard facts and truths of the Bible, which have 
their counterpart in the condition and experi- 
ence of the human heart, and preaches such fan- 
ciful sentiments as captivate the carnal heart, 1s 
the man who receives tha flattering compliments 
of the average, unconverted person. But breth- 
ren in the ministry, we cannot afford to betray 
the high trust which our Master has committed 
to our faithful keeping. He has given only one 
gospel to sinners, and that is always new. Jt 
will never become ‘‘old-fashioned.’’ As well 
speak of an old-fashioned Christ. he very 
thought is blasphemous. Let us stand true to its 
teachings, even though sinners dread their proc- 
lamation, and deride us as ‘‘old-fashioned 
Preaghiers® * 


COMPASSION. 


In Christ’s life this is seen. Jesus said, ‘‘I 
have compassion on the multitude; théy have 
nothing to eat; if sent away they will faint.’ 
Jesus had compassion on two blind men, and re- 
stored their eyes. Christ had compassion on the 
widow of Nain, and gave her back her son. 
Christ speaks of the Samaritan having compas- 
sion on the traveler. Parable of Prodigal Son : 
The father had compassion on the son. This is 
Christ’s definition of compassion in his own hfe, 
in action and in parable; a yearning over the 
distréssed and suffering; not a mere sentiment, 
but a doing—a multiplying of loaves and fishes 
for the hungry; the outstretched finger of heal- 
ing for the blind; the word of life to the dead ; 
the beast of burden ; binding the wound ; pour- 
ing the oil and wine; going to the inn; watch- 
ing the sick and settling the bills; compassion 
to the stranger; running to meet, with clothes, 
food, and forgiveness for the repentent son. 
Christ’s compassion is not a theory, a sentiment, 
atear; butan act, a life. Not vapor built into 
castles on the mountain-tops, but steam driving 
the locomotive, is the world’s need.— Rea O PP

CHURCH. 


I send you the following list of names of breth 
ren and sisters of the Nimishillen congregaticn, 
of Starke county, Ohio, who took the meeting 
into their house or barn by regular turn, as their 
name stood on the list. A copy of the list is 
preserved by brother and sister David Hoover, 
of the Canton church, and is printed in German. 
This rotation of meetings was in effect for some 
years previous to 1825, when the Nimishillen 
congregation was divided, and the Canton 
church or congregation organized out of its ter- 
ritory.

The membership of this congregation was then 
scattered over a large territory, but those who 
took the meeting living in widely different sec- 


tions brought the meeting by turn within the 


reach ofall its members. But as it was some- 
times a long time before the meeting would come 
round, the people would frequently go a great 
ways on horseback or in heavy wagons, over 
new roads, and in consequence dinner and horse 
feed was always prepared for those who came to 
meeting. : 

T send you this as a matter of history for your 
Almanac, thinking it will be read with interest 
by many of the descendents of those who did so 
much for the cause of Zion in the early settle- 
ment ofthis country. I had also intended to 
prepare a list of ministers who officiated previ- 
ous to 1825, but failed to get the dates of their 
order in time.

ADMISSIONS ABOUT BAPTISM. 


Here are nine affirmations and admissions of 
a vital character touching the question of bap- 
tis: 

I. That Christ commanded immersion. 

II. That his command could not be under- 
stood by the Apostles in any other way. 

III. That Christ himself was immersed in 
water. , 

IV. That his Apostles really did understand 
his command to enjoin immersion, and that they 
obeyed it by immersing. 

V. That trine immersion was the practice of 
the whole church in primitive times. 

VI. That immersion continued the general 
practice in the Western (or Romish) Church a 
long time. 

VII. That it was finally supplanted by sprink- 
ling—a change which ought not to have been 
made. 

VIII. That Luther desired to restore immer- 
sion in baptism, but could not. 

IX. That his failure to restore it is to be re- 
gretted. 

It is natural to suppose that those who make 
these admissions and affirmations believe in im- 
mersion. The world over consistency would re- 
quire that they should. And yet these are the 
affirmatians of five great pedobaptist theologians, 
made in a standard work on theology. They 
are statements of Drs. Storr and Flatt, published 
without a word of dissent by Dr. Schmucker, 
aided by Moses Stuart and Prof. Murdock. 
These are all men of the greatest eminence, re- 
nowned for learning and ability. They belong, 
it is true, to the last generation, but they have 
few peers among the men of to-day. And they 
affirm substantially that the Baptists are right, 
and sprinkling is, indeed, an innovation, and 
an unfortunate one. 

When after all these concessions, men will 
practice sprinkling ; when professed followers of 
Jesus will reject immersion after hearing such 
statements from the friends and advocates of 
sprinkling, it is evident that they are not guided 
by aclear apprehension of the truth, but by 
sentiment, feeling and regard for popular opin- 
ion. ‘There is not a cause that appeals to the 
people for acceptance that is so completely given 
away by its friends.

Empire having a population of over 430,000,000, 
it does not much exceed 370.000,000, with all 
its dependent territories. There has thus been 
an actual increase of about 38,000,000 in the 
popu'ation of the globe—an increase, however, 
which must be spread over ten years, as many 
of the recent censuses are decennial For Eu- 
rope the present population is rated at 327,743,- 
400, showing an increase of about 12,000,000 
over the previous figures by the operation of 
the censuses. In Asia, making allowances for 
the readjustment of the population of China, 
there has been an increase of 20,000,000, the 
present popu'ation being set down at 795,591,- 
ooo. Of this the Indian Empire claims about 
one-third, while all the vast territory of Russia 
in Asia supports a population of only about 1414 
millions. The Central Asian possessions of Rus- 
sia have a population of only five millions. With 
regard to the Corea, whose inhabitants have 
been estimated at various figures from 7 to 16 
millions. Messrs. Behm & Wagner give 8% 
millions as probably near the truth. The popu- 
lation of Persia they have reduced, on the basis 
of recent information, from 814 millions to little 
morethan 714 millions.—S¢ James Gazette. 


FACTS FOR THE CURIOUS. 


Nineveh was fourteen miles long, eight miles 
wide, and forty-six miles around, with a wall

The base 
covered eleven acres. The stones are about 60 
feet in length, and the layers are 208. It em- 
ployed 350,000 menin building. The labyrinth 
in Egypt contained 300 chambers and twelve 
halls. 

Thebes, in Egypt, presents ruins twenty-seven 
miles around, and contained 450,000 citizens 
and 400,000 slaves. 

The Temple of Delphos was so rich in dona- 
tions that it was plundered of $50,000,000, and 
the Emperor Nero carried away from it 200 
statues. 

The walls of Rome were thirteen miles around.

It is always sad to see the old and young dis- 
dissociated from each other, especially in home 
life. Sometimes parents and children have no 
common enjoyments, and meet only in a formal 
restricted way, even at the family board. The 
old take no interest in the young, and the young 
feel under restraint and are anxious to get away 


from the old. Even the pleasures enjoyed un- | 


der the roof-tree are in separate apartments— 
those who are advanced in life retiring to get 
away from the ‘‘annoyances,” and the young- 
sters counting it morally certain that there can 
be no fun until the old folks are in bed. Out- 
siders more equally mated in years are preferred 
as associates to those who may be bound togeth- 
er by the ties of flesh and blood, and the young 
especially often find their greatest enjoyments in 
houses of mere acquaintances, or in public halls, 
or on the streets. 

As a rule, this is demoralizing to the young. 
It is a sad thing when a growing girl feels im- 
pelled to turn away from her mother in seeking 
aconfidant; or when a boy has no encourage- 
ment to talk freely to his father ; and this is all 
the worse when the subject that engrosses the 
young mind and heart 1s of such a nature that 
there is a disposition to hide it from the parent. 

But this dissociation adds to the desolations 
of age. Many a parent is lonely with his house 
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fullof children and childrens’ children. It is 
said to be a sign of decay when a man loses in- 
terest in the present and lives only in the past. 
His friends are gone and he feeds on memories 
of earlier years, which are fresher to him than 
the things of yesterday. Generations pass away 
as it were in blocks or sections, without being 
linked on to those who are coming after them. 
The father divides his estate and creeps to his 
grave like old King Lear, disgusted with the 
world and disappointed in his children—perhaps 
because he was never near enough to them to 
understand them, and desolate must he be in- 


‘deed, unless his faith lays hold of something 


more satisfactory in the future. 
These difficulties would be largely obviated if 
homes were made more attractive. and the joys 


of old and young were putin nearer accord. 


Especially should Christian joys enter into all 
the relations of home life. 


A STRANGE TRADITION. 


Among the Seminole Indians there isa strange 
tradition regarding the white man’s origin and 
superiority. They say that when the Great 
Spirit made the earth He also made three men, 
all of whom were fair complexioned, and that 
after making them He led them to the margin 
of a small lake and bade them leap in and wash. 
One obeyed and came out purer and fairer than 
before ; the second hesitated a moment, during 
which time the water, agitated by the first, had 
become muddled, and when he bathed he came 
out copper colored; the third did not leap in 
until the water became black with mud, and he 
came out dark in color.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF THE LIFE 
OF ELDER GEORGE PHILIP 
ROTHENBERGER. 


I have been requested to write a biographical 
sketch of my father, George Philip Rothenber- 
ger, who departed this life Oct. 30, 1881, in the 
| 8oth year of his age. 

He was born at Partenheim, Hessen Darm- 
stadt, Germany, Aug. 1802. His parents were 
of the Lutheran faith and he was christened and 
confirmed in that church. His father died when 


he was twelve years old, and his mother after- | 


ward married a man who proved to be a very 
‘cruel step father, who mistreated his wife and 
her children in such a manner that my father 
left his home when only seventeen years of age, 
and traveled as a journeyman blacksmith over 
several countries of Europe, and at last arrived 
in Switzerland, where he married in 1826, and 
made his home in the Canton of Zurich He 
became a naturalized citizen of the above named 
place and became identified with the German 
Reformed Church, as there was no Lutheran 
Church there. The Church, however, was cor- 
rupt, as Church and State were united, and the 
ministers received their pay from the govern 
ment of the Canton Father saw the necessity 
of living a different life, and he and my mother 
Joined a sect which was started by a man who 
was once a minister of the German Reformed 
‘Church. His name was Froehlich. They at 
first did not separate themselves entirely from 
the old Church, but continued to attend its 
meetings. and to have the children baptized as 
before. They, however, held meetings of their 
own also, and led altogether a different life. 
They were noted for their piety and had to en- 
dure severe persecution. They at last separa- 


ted themselves entirely from the established | 


Church, and denounced infant baptism, oaths, 
military service, &c. They dressed plainly, and 
saluted each other with a kiss just as the Breth- 
ren do. All who had been baptized in infancy 
were required to be baptized again as believers. 
Their mode, however, was triune sprinkling. 
They were nicknamed Wiedertaufer, which 
means rebaptizers, because they rebaptized those 
who had been baptized in the established Church 
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in their infancy. They called themselves ‘‘G/az- 


| dwge.” which means believers. 


Father had become a noted minister among 
them. He began to advocate baptism by 1m- 
mersion, and was reproved by some other min- 


_ isters for doing so ina discourse which he preach- 
| ed in 1838. 


He stated in that discourse that 
immersion was the only apostolic baptism. He, 
however, had never seen it practiced, and.did not 
know that it was practiced anywhere at that 
time. Inthe year A. D. 1839, Elder Henry 
Kurtz went to visit his father in the kingdom of 
Wurtenburg,, Germany. He also came into 
Switzerland. I recollect him distinctly. He 
came to father’s about Easter. I first saw him 
at the house of my grandfather. He preached 
several times in that vicinity and baptized quite 
a number, my father being the first. Mr. Froe- 
lich heard of it and wrote quite a long letter to 
the church, in which he denounced brother 
Kurtz as a deceiver, and bya series of argu. 
ments succeeded in winning back quite a num- 
ber of those who had been immersed by brother 
Kurtz. Father, with a few others, remained 
fixed. He continued to hold meetings at our 
house, and at other places. He was severely 
persecuted. Once he was nearly killed. He 
was actually left for dead not far from his own 
house. His beard was pulled out. Father and 
brother Kurtz kept up correspondence which 
resulted in our coming to the United States, 
where he labored among the brethren as a min- 
ister for forty years. He traveled very exten- 
sively and sold books among the brethren. Soon 
after coming to the United States he lost his sec- 
ond wife. She was buried on the farm of Eld. 
George Shively, in Starke county, Ohio. He 
was again married in 1842 to Mary Kleisly, who 


| accompanied us to the United States. 


In 1845 father moved with his family to Car- 
roll county, Indiana, and in I851 to Kosciusco 
county where he died last October. His third 
wife died in October, 1871. He was married 
again in 1872. She survives him and is in her 
82nd year. He left two sons and two daughters 
and numerous grand-children. One of his sons, 
Daniel, is aminister. Father kept up his family 
worship. May we all follow in his foutsteps. 
His desire for a long time was to depart and be 
with Christ. 

I should have stated that this minister, Mr. 
Froelich adopted immersion himself and organ- 
ized several churches, baptizing all the members 
by trine immersion. '
